WASHINGTON, July 21— 
(INS)—Chairman Vinson, of the 


House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, bluntly warned Friday night 
that if Soviet troops enter the 
Korean conflict it means all-out 
war with Russia. 


The Georgian, a powerful mili- 
tary figure on Capitol Hill, stated 
that Russia’s actions so far indi- 
cated she does not wish to precipi- 
tate “a general war.” 


He added that the Korean War 
will remain “localized” without 
direct Russian intervention, even 
if Chinese Communists are 
thrown into the conflict. 


Vinson asserted that if large- 
scale outside help is not fur- 
nished the North Korean Com- 
munists “we ought to regain the 
thirty-eighth parallel in a reason- 
able time.” 


The Congressman said the “fu- 
ture of world peace” rests on the 
answers to two questions: “Will 
Russia come directly to Korea’s 
help? Will Russia send inthe 
thundreds of thousands of Chinese 
Communist troops in nearby 
Manchuria?” 

Vinson added: 

“I say that if Russia sends in 
her troops, it means all-out war 
with Russia. If Russia sends in 
the Chinese Reds, then the situa- 
tion will be just about the same.”

How About 
Wage Controls? 


We trust the Government has made no 
commitment to delay wage controls when, 
and if, it becomes necessary to institute 
price controls and rationing. 

If things worsen it is only a question of 
time until price controls and rationing will 
have to be reinstituted. Many think the 
President made a mistake in not requesting 
that authority—along with all-out mobili- 
zation—in his war message to Contras. 
Mr. Truman said he hoped to be able to 
defer price controls and rationing. He made 
no mention of wage controls, 

We found in the last war that price con- 
trols without wage controls causes the 
economy to get ouf of kilter. Wage con- 
trols finally became necessary and it was 
obvious the delay was too long. 

Wages make up a great part—in many 
cases the major part—of the cost of goods. 
It is foolish to think wages can be allowed 
to run their free course and still have ef- 
fective price controls.

The Korean war has brought about a 
revival of talk about development of the 
hydrogen bomb. A Congressional com- 
mittee report gives the definite indication 


- construction of the H-Bomb is possible. 


The hydrogen bomb would be approx- 
imately 1,000 times more powerful than 
the atomic bomb, which is equivalent to 
20,000 tons of TNT. The hydrogen bomb 
thus would have the explosive equivalent 
of 20,000,000 tons of Zs 

That does not mean, however, that the 
hydrogen bomb would cover 1,000 times 


>the area of an atomic bomb. Dr. Robert F. 


Bacher, who has worked on atomic bombs 
and now is head of research in physics at 
the California Institute of Technology, 
points out that the radius “of damage from 
a big explosion increases as the cube root 
of the energy released.” And though the 
hydrogen bomb would be 1,000 times more 
po than the atomic bomb, its radius 
of damage would be only 10 times greater. 
In the Hiroshima blast the radius of com- 

lete destruction was about one mile. The 

ydrogen bomb could be expected to 
demolish everything within a 10-mile ra- 


dius, rough! g.

cided to use arms in Korea. Had the 
Kremlin thought the Korean invasion 
would be the signal for us to rearm we 
doubt that it would have taken place. 

After four years of war on two sides 
of the world, this country in 1945 was the 
strongest in the world. Our manpower 
and our productive power were geared to 
war. Yet, our ple did not suffer for 
necessities and there were more luxuries 
available than most countries ever know 
in peacetime. 

Mobilization and channeling the re- 
quired part of our production into war 
purposes will bring about this same con- 
dition again. 

Korea caught us flatfooted because we 
were so dismally unprepared. In the long 
run it will prove a blessing for we now 
are moving rapidly to build up our 
strength to a point where another Korea 
would be what many of us mistakenly 
thought it would be originally—a short 
clean-up operation. 


Korea alerted us to danger. For that 
we have Moscow to thank. The greater 
the speed with which we respond to the 
alarm the quicker will we assure our own 
security. 
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value of the H-bomb, believing that a large 
number of atomic bombs would be mili- 
tarily more effective than a single H-bomb. 
They point out that building the hydrogen 
bomb will be expensive and that for this 
money we could acquire a larger number 
of atomic bombs. 

The H-bomb, however, would have a 
tremendous psychological impact and, like 
the atomic bomb while we had a monop- 
oly, a deterrent to aggression. 

Russia obviously is working feverishly 
to build a hydrogen bomb and many 
scientists think there is no reason why 
they should not succeed if the H-bomb is 
possible. Mere possession of the bomb by 
Russia would put this country and the 
West at a great disadvantage unless we 
too, had it. 

While it seems to us construction of the 
hydrogen bomb ought to be pushed as 
much as possible—without interfering with 
satisfactory atomic bomb production—it 
will be just as dangerous to rely solely on 
the H-bomb for victory as on the A-bomb. 
To win in the future, as in the past, will 
require trained, hardened footsoldiers as 
well as air power and naval power. We are 
not yet approaching the days of “push- 
button warfare” and to believe otherwise 
is a dangerous delusion.

Talmadge Gives 
Support Pledge 


WASHING TON—At a private dinner gather- 

ing he attended while in Washington this week 

Georgia’s young Governor Herman Talmadge 

sounded a ringing pledge of support of the far-flung program laid 

down by President Truman for stopping Communist aggression 
in Korea and other parts of the world. 


He told a select audience of high government officials and 
members of the state delegation in Congress that “Georgia stands 
more united today than ever before in its determination to defend 
os “ppp the nation and the world against what is going on 
abroad.” 


To that end, he said the State National Guard is ready for 
any assignment that may be given it. 


“Now that we are engaged in conflict abroad,” Talmadge de- 
clared, “I am sure the country is more united than it ever has 
been. There hasn’t been a time since 1940 when the world was 
faced with a more serious problem. We in America today are 
faced with the decision of whether we will protect the peace of 
the world or haul down the flag and do nothing about it. I think 
the decision has been cast. Georgia, for its part, takes pride in 
the action of its delegation in Congress in pledging all-out support 
of the President in the program he has laid down. We in the state 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the rest of the country in backing 
up the President. Georgia is more united on this score than ever 
before.” 

The Talmadge speech, brief and impromptu, was delivered 
with high dramatic effect. He had been the guest of honor at a 
small dinner given by Frank Neely, head of Rich’s in Atlanta and 
chairman of the Federal Reserve Bank for the Atlanta District, fol- 
lowing an inspection tour of the Department of Agriculture’s great 
dairying experimental plant at Beltsville, Md. In addition to Sen. 
Walter F. George, Sen. Richard B. Russell and members of the 
State Congressional group, others present included Secretary of the 
Army Frank Pace and Chairman Thomas B. McCabe, of the Fed- 


eral Reserve Board. 

In view of the adverse action taken by the Sen- 
No Doubt ate Judiciary Subcommittee, Sen. Richard B. 
Russell thinks there is absolutely no doubt that the chamber will 
refuse to confirm the nomination of M. Neil Andrews as a Federal 
judge for the Northern District of Georgia. As to his next move 
after the nomination is rejected, he states that he will stand on his 
original indorsement of former Superior Court Judge Boyd Sloan, 
of Gainesville, for the post. 

Sen. Walter F. George will go along with him on this course, 
in keeping with an understanding between the two Senators for a 
division of patronage in the state. The Northern District is in 
Russell’s territory. 

Senator Russell says it will not be necessary for him to pre- 
sent Judge Sloan’s name anew, since it is already on file in the 
Department of Justice and carries the indorsement of the attorney 
general and the chairman of the Democratic National Committee. 

There is still some speculation on what the President is likely 
to do. One source usually well informed on White House plans 
has is that the President doesn’t intend to fill the vacancy if Judge 
Andrews is rejected. He is reported by this source to be prepared 
to let the office remain open, using this as a punitive measure 
against the two Georgia Senators for defeating his original nominee. 

But Senator Russell, after being informed of the report, rejects 
it as illogical. He discounts the idea that the President might go to 
that extreme in showing his displeasure. 

The Georgia Junior Senator, however, is none too confident 
that Mr. Truman will honor his original indorsement of Judge 
Sloan. Failing in that, he believes that the President is likely to 
ask him and Senator George to present a new panel of names of 
prominent lawyers or jurists in the district from which another 
selection could be made. Until requested to present such a panel, 
he will stand on the indorsement already made. 

In the meantime, the full Senate Judiciary Committee is sched- 
uled to hold another meeting next Monday, at which time it is ex- 
pected to take up the recommendation of its subcommittee that the 
Andrews nomination be unfavorably reported. The subcommittee 
voted unanimously to reject the appointment after a hearing last 
week in which a number of prominent Atlanta lawyers appeared 
te urge confirmation. Senators George and Russell appeared at 
the same time to ask that the appointment be turned down.

On Rent Control 


The Editors: Mayor Hartsfield asks where a 
man making $200 per month can rent a decent 
place to live? 

Is it the legal duty of any private citizen 
to provide a place for another to live? 

Might I ask how many places the Mayor is 
providing to the citizens of the town he works 
for? 

I have investigated and find that I am paying 
the man working for me $220 per month. He 
lives in a 4-family brick building. He has 4 
rooms and a hall and a bath with front and 
back porches. Electricity and gas and water. He 
pays $25.30 per month rent which includes the 
water. He rents out one room for $26 per month. 

The owner pays the taxes, which pays for the 
school the tenant’s children attend. Also, the 
water, which the city raised the cost of 25 per- 
cent the first of the year. Also, keeps up the 
property and has to carry more than twice the 
amount of insurance he did carry to protect his 
investment. 

The tenant pays none of these expenses, yet 
he lives in three-fourths of the premises free 
and gets back 70c more than he pays in rent. 

Rent control which is a rent freeze was es- 
sential in the time of war. People had to go 
where the plants were to make the implements 
required to win the war. But the war has now 
been over longer than the war lasted. Rent 
control is now a political question. 

With the increase in wages and material,

Lie made public messages from 
10 Governments, none of which 
offered to provide ground forces, 
although Bolivia said it had de- 
cided to place 30 officers of the 
Bolivian Army at the disposal of 
the UN as a demonstration of its 
desire “to contribute to the resto- 
ration of international peace and 
security.” 

The nine other messages, which 
—— repeated information pre- 
viously made public in the respec- 
tive capitals, were from Argen- 
tina, Norway, Denmark, France, 
the Philippines, Brazil, Greece, 
Peru and Sweden. 

It was learned that Belgium, 
one of several additional countries 
that has replied, has informed Lie 
that it plans to take up with the 
United States the possibility of 
providing help. However, it i 
thought unlikely Belgium will 
provide armed forces, although it 
will probably do something to help 
the war effort.

For Reservists Talmadge, Griffin 


Georgia’s Governor and Lieutenant Governor are both in 
the Reserves—but indications are that the two top leaders, 
who have just won renomination and who fought in World 
War II, won’t be sent into active duty with the armed forces, 

Gov. Herman Talmadge holds the rank of Lieutenant Com- 
mander in the Naval Reserves. Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin is a 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Army of the United States Reserves. 
Both were on duty in the Pacific during World War II. 

While Governors and top State officials are exempted from 
Selective Service, Talmadge said Friday he doesn’t know 
whether they can be called into active service with the Re- 
serves. Several newly nominated members of the Georgia Leg- 
islature are in Reserve units. 

A spokesman for the Reserves Corps of the Georgia Mili- 
tary District said he knew of no rule to exempt State govern- 
mental leaders, but that it appeared to be the policy to do so. 
He recalled that United States Senators who held commissions 
in the Reserves had been given a choice of going on active 
duty or remaining at their postss. 

Should the Governor and Lieutenant Governor both leave 
their posts for any purpose, the State Constitution provides that 
the House .Speaker shall act as Governor and call a special 
election within 60 days. House Speaker Fred Hand, of Pelham, 
is not in the Reserves.

Summertime. So yawn and s-t-r-e-t-c-h luxuriously, first 
thing on waking in the morning. : 


“What’s good about it?” you 
may think with a sleepy yawn. 
Well, for one thing, it will help 
you get out on the right side of 
the bed. A few minutes of 
stretching can make all the 
difference in the start of your 
day. 

On waking, the circulation is 
sluggish . . and the only 
natural thing to do, besides 
turning over and slipping back 
into slumber, is to stretch. 
That is nature’s way of stirring 
the circulation into smooth ac- 
tion. A slow, prolonged stretch, 
with the gentle turning and 
muscle pulling that are part of 
it, contracts’ the muscles, 
squeezes out the old blood and 
lets new blood flow in. Circu- 
lation is stimulated and soon 
the body is purring smoothly. 

All this stretching can be 
done right in bed. Just push 
the pillow aside, yawn, 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h and p-u-l-l . . .

We buzzed for the nurse.

Station Pioneer 

In Research Work 


(Stiles Martin, State Editor, author of this column, is on va- 
eation. Dr. Murray, guest writer this week, describes the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station.)

EXPERIMENT, July 21—The Georgia Experiment Station is 
a unit of the University System of Georgia. It was established 
in 1888 with a grant of 130 acres of land and $4,000 by the citi- 
zens of Spalding County. In 1889 the personnel consisted of a 
director, an agriculturist, a horticulturist and a treasurer. 

At the present time, this station comprises approximately 


1,123 acres of land, many buildings, research laboratories, and a 
staff of 113 technically trained men, skilled laborers, clerical, field, 


| 


and laboratory assistants. 

The Georgia Mountain Experiment Station, Blairsville, 
Georgia, a unit of the Georgia Experiment Station, is con- 
ducting an zxcellent research program designed to serve the 
agriculture of the Mountain area. The major fields of ac- 
tivity in which the Mountain Station is engaged are field 
and vegetable crops, and dairying. 

Outstanding results have been attained apd reported on fer- 
tility, spacing, and hybrid variety tests on corn. The forage and 
pasture work conducted by the Mountain Station has been most 
striking. 

The production of vegetable crops in the Mountain area is 
an important source of farm income. The work by the Mountain 
Station on sweet corn, lettuce, lima beans, and snapbeans, as well | 

pn as other crops, is.of tremendous help and is be- 
-- ing followed with keen interest by the farmers in 

. this area. The dairy unit at the Mountain Station 
has likewise attracted much attention. 
The Piedmont Co-operative Land Use Area, 
ia, commonly referred to as the Eatonton Project, 
’ 44 consists of approximately 15,000 acres of fed- 
7? erally owned land which is operated by the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station under a license agree- 
ment. A large portion of this area is in woodland, 
where most of the forestry research work is con- 
ducted by this station. A herd of grade Hereford 
cattle, consisting of approximately 175 head, is 
being used for studies of beef production, pasture 
management, and parasite control. 

A considerable portion of the research 
werk of this station is conducted on co- 
operating farms. For example, last year the

gia Experiment Station over a period of years on which we can 
estimate rather accurately their annual value. 

Empire Cotton: This variety of cotton was developed by the 
Georgia Experiment Station in co-operation with the United States | 
Department of Agriculture. It has averaged $18 per acre more 
than any other variety over a period of years in tests throughout 
the Cotton Belt. Considering the present acreage planted to this 
variety in Georgia, approximately $3,000,000 of new wealth is 
added to our cotton farmers each year by this variety. 

Wheat: The variety Sanford (named for the late Chancellor 
S. V. Sanford of the University System), which is now grown on 
85 percent of the wheat acreage in Georgia, is worth $500,0Q0 
annually to the wheat growers because of increased yield over 
other varieties. 

Dixie Crimson Clover: This reseeding type of clover was 
released by the station in 1945. The station has released 
35,000 pounds of seed to farmers. The value of this crop from 
seed and forage is estimated to be $3,000,000. 

Muscadine Grapes: This station has made outstanding accom- 
plishments with this crop. The Hunt variety was released several 
years ago, after records showed that it produced about a 40 
percent increase in yield over other varieties and its juice has 
five percent more sugar. The grape industry thus created in 
recent years by the work of this station brings’in new wealth 
each year to the extent of over $200,000. 

Truhart Perfection Pimiento: This pepper was developed at 
this station in 1943. It is estimated that this improved variety 
adds $250,000 per year to the value of the State's pimiento crop, 
which now exceeds $2,000,000 annually. 

These are only a few examples of what research is worth to 
the agriculture of our State. It is not possible to estimate the value 
of research in agricultural economics, marketing, food technology 
human nutrition, animal parasitology, weed control, beef and dairy 
cattle, hogs, sheep, pastures, disease and insect control, and other 
work in progress. 

An estimated 12,000 persons visited the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station and the Mountain Experiment Station dur- | 
ing the year. Fifty-four organized groups visited the station 
to tour the experimental work under way or to attend a 
meeting or short course. In addition, over 3,500 persons 
visited the station from Aug. 1-10, when the station had 
“open house.” There were many short courses, demonstra- 
tions, or meetings held at the station during the year. 


Publication and Information Released: In addition to using | 
regular bulletins, circulars; and press bulletins, to tell Georgia | 
farmers of the results achieved by workers at the station, news- | 
paper stories, magazine articles, and radid programs were used 
extensively. A bi-monthly publication, Research News, is sent to 
over 9,000 Georgia farmers, agricultural workers, and others. 

During the year, the Station’s bulletin room averaged answer- 
ing over 8,000 requests each month. Staff members made over 200 
talks and speeches to farmers, civic clubs, agricultural organiza- 


tions and industrial groups. 

Other Services: Besides regular research and experi- 
mental work carried on by staff members, much practical 
aid was given to farmers of the State. These services include 
soil analyses; seed germination tests; identification of plants, 
insects, and diseases; and specific recommendations con- 
cerning many farm management and production problems. 

Contributions from Private Agencies: As an indication of the 
benefits of a good research program, not only to agriculture but 
to business and industry, financial grants from 13 different agen- 
cies materially aided research work at the station the past year.
